This fish

not disdain to fish for it for. sport. 
It is very productive and will thrive 
in any pure water. 


Appreciating the value of this fish 


for food and sport the department is 
making great efforts to raise the blue 
gill in quantities so that they may 
be disseminated in all the waters of 
the State. There are many small 
bodies of water in the State which 
would render large returns _in the 
way of food if restocked with the 
blue gills instead of the black bass, 
which the average person seems to 
think would be the fish that he wants 
in the water. The yield of blue gills 
would be thousands of pounds in a 
year where it would not be hundreds 
of pounds if black bass were planted.
